WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP).— 
The leadership of the Foreman’s 
Association of America called off 
m strike today at 13 Detroit war 
plants, which Gen. H. H. Arnold 


had termed “one of the most ser'i- 
Ous setbacks the Air Force has 
had since its inception” and which, 
if continued, might enable the 
German Air Force to “recover just 
when it is reeling under our 
blows.” 

The board acted within an hour 
and a half after Gen. Arnold, chief 
of the Army Air Forces, told the 
union its strike “may even affect 
our invasion operations” and after 
WLB Chairman William H. Davis 
had declared that a wartime strike 
against the Government “can’t 
win.” 

The. foremen’s leadership issued 
this one sentence statement: 

“The national executive board of 
the Foreman’s Association. of 
America in extraordinary session 
at Washington, D. C., unanimously 
directed officers of the six chap- 
ters of the association now on 
strike to at once call meetings of 
their members for the purpose of 
immediate return to work.” 

Although only 3300 foremen were 
involved, about 52,000 were made 
idie-in Detroit area war plants. 

e foremen have been seeking 
recognition of their association for 
collective bargaining. | 

Could Cost Flyers’ Lives. 

Gen.. Arnold told the?’ hearing 
that the strike might require him 
to change his timetable for de- 
struction of critical industries in 
Germany and might cost the lives 
of bombing crews through lack of 
sufficient fighter plané protection. 

“We of the military forces,” he 
declared, “are not interested in 
the relative merits of the dispute, 
but it is inconceivable from our 
point of view how you can have 
strikes which stop war production 
on materials which are so essen- 
tial they may even stop operations 
in connection with the bombings 
in Germany.” 

He said there were strikes in 
Detroit involving the Packard 
Motor Car Co.’s plant making air- 
plane engines; Briggs, Murray, 
Hudson and Gar Wood, all pro-

Wren, Under Disbarment 
Charges, Active on Day 
Counsel Said He 
Couldn’t Appear.

Attorney James J.. Wren, de- 


fendant in a disbarment proceed- 
‘ing before the St. Louis Court of | 
|'Appeals, was representing a cli- 


ent before the State Compensa- 
tion Commission last March 6, 
the day when his lawyers in- 
formed the Court that he was 
too ill to appear there. When 
this fact was established today, 
the Court of Appeals set aside a 


continuance to the October term, 
and ordered Wren to file his reply 
June 5. 

Wren’s lawyers, William J. 
Becker and former Circuit Judge 
Peter T. Barrett, were permitted 
by the Court’0f’ Appeals to with- 


draw from the case, after Becker, 


had made a statement to the 
court, and Wren had said that he 
wished to take the blame for the 
misrepresentation made in March. 

Becker said to the court that 
he and Judge Barrett believed 
Wren to be ill on March 6, and 
that they still believed that he 
was ill then, but that they were 
not aware of his appearance be- 
fore a Compensation Commission 
referee, who granted a $100 dam- 
age claim to Wren’s client. He 
said they had had an agreement 
with Wren, which the latter had 
not kept. 

“IT am to blame in this matter 
and my counsel are not,” Wren 
said to the court, “but I don’t 
think they should withdraw on 
such short notice.” 

Barrett said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he and Becker 
were surprised to learn that 
Wren was active professionally on 
the day when they made the 
statement to the court as to his 
iliness. A physician's certificate, 
which they filed with the court 
March 10, stated that Wren was 
physically and mentally unable to 
carry on his defense. The fact of 
bis appearance before the Com- 
pensation Commission was brought 
out by Forrest Hemker and Clif- 
ford Greve of the Bar Committee.

HIGH LOW _ RAIN 
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End of Strike to Send 52,000 Back 
to War Plan Jobs. 

DETROIT, May 17 (AP).— An 
end to the strike of 3300 members 
of the Foreman’s Association of 
America, as directed by leaders 
of the independent union at Wash- 
ington today, would send back to 


their war plant jobs an estimated 
52,000 production workers in De- 
troit made idle as a result of the 
foremen’s walkout. 

Lack of proper inspection of 
products, in the absence of the 
foremen, had led Army and Navy 
officials to refuse further deliver 
ies from strike-affected plants 
here. 

Plants closed as a result of this 
order included the big Packard 
Motor Car Co. factory employing 
about 35,000; several Briggs Manu- 
facturing Co. units with 16,175 
idle, and two assembly lines of the 
Hudson Motor Car Co. with 3500 
affected. These figures included 
the striking foremen. 

Other plants hit by the fore- 
men’s strike, including Gar Wood 
Industries, Murray Corporation of 
America and Aeronautical Prod- 
ucts, Inc., had reported production 
slowed by as much as 50 per cent. 

Other labor troubles in Michi- 
gan plants made an estimated ad- 
ditional 17,500 idle in  Detrolt, 
Flint, Saginaw and Muskegon 
strikes.

The Foremen’s Strike 


The foremen’s strike in Detroit dramatized an 
exceedingly unusual and complex labor problem 
which deserves analysis. 

Studying that problem coolly is difficult be- 
cause of the nature and scope of the strike itself. 
Such wartime irresponsibility on the part of key 
men in industry threatened some of the most vi- 
tal military production with complete paralysis. 
Yet the Foremen’s Association of America has 
a case, and an interesting one. It is unfortunate 
that the foremen did not state that case publicly 
once again instead of resorting to the strike 
weapon to fight for it. 

Here is a group of men in huge industrial 
plants, distant from top management, who sev- 
eral years ago felt the need of joining together 
to protect their own interests. As the instru- 
ments of management, with authority, the right 
to suggest promotions, and in some cases the 
right to hire and fire, their interests are obvi- 
ously not those of the rank and file of labor. 
That is why their union is independent, unaffili- 
ated with either AFL or CIO, They are, in fact, 
prohibited by NLRB ruling from affiliating with 
production workers’ unions, 

In the past few years, supervisory employes 
have watched two things happen. They have 
watched mass production take away much of 
their old authority as well as their direct con- 
tact with management, something possible under 
general-store operation but not under a vast 
corporate system. They have also watched em- 
ploye organization flourish, its bargaining power 
proteéted by the Wagner Act since 1935. They 
have felt themselves occupying a No Man’s Land 
between the parallel streams of increased indus- 
trial centralization on the one hand, and rank- 
and-file labor gains on the other. They have felt 
themselves to be industry’s forgotten men. 

The Automotive Council for War Production, 
in newspaper advertisements placed throughout 
the country in the past few days, has protested 
FAA demands as “a long step toward putting 
industrial management in the hands of union 
leaders.” It has asked, “What kind of collective 
bargaining is it when union leaders sit on both 
sides of the table?” 

These are cogent arguments, and understand- 
able ones from the management point of view, 
but they add to public confusion. Their picture 
of union leaders on both sides of the table is 
not quite accurate. The interests and aims of 
FAA are not identified in any way with those 
of the two major unions. The public gets an 
impression of a union bargaining with a union, 
when actually, foremen have no active -part in 
management's negotiations with union rank and 
file. This is pointed out in the dissent of NLRB 
Chairman Millis in the Maryland Drydock case. 

Further, the Automotive Council expresses its 
concern over “the division of their (foremen’s) 
obligations and responsibilities between manage- 
ment and any outside organization.” This, how- 
ever, seems unrealistic. The “outside organiza- 
tions” are already formed, strong in membership, 
determined in direction, They consider them- 
selves as constituting a group of specialized em- 
ployes in a unique and difficult position, men 
who can best discharge their duties and their 
responsibilities if top management recognizes 
their right to bargain for themselves, 


Apparently the Ford Motor Co., having signed 
a contract covering more*than 9000 employes 
with FAA, concedes that right. 
in Detroit contest it. To their advantage is a 
strange gap in the whole wartime and peacetime 
labor relations structure. 

The legal aspects date back to the Wagner 
Act’s loose definition of “employe.” In the Rail- 
way Labor Act of 1934, the term “empldye” in- 
cludes “subordinate officials.” Congress, unable 
to anticipate trouble over the right of supervis- 
ory employes to organize, was not so specific a 
year later. Consequently, the position of the 
Foremen’s Union has been left to the determina- 
tion of NLRB, which ruled a year ago, in the 
Maryland Drydock Co. case, that “bargaining 
units composed of supervisors exercising sub- 
stantial managerial authority do not constitute 
units appropriate for collective bargaining.” This 
excluded the Foremen’s Union from Wagner Act 
protection, from the right to petition for an elec- 
tion, etc. This month, however, NLRB ruled 
“that supervisors are employes” and that they 
are entitled to the protection given by the Wag- 
ner Act against discrimination, against action 
taken by employers as punishment for union 
membership or activities. 

Obviously, foremen, like any other group of 
employes, cannot be denied the right to organ- 
ize. NLRB sensibly clarified their unique posi- 
tion in ruling that their unions must be au- 
tonomous, or at least independent of those cov- 
ering production workers. Yet if they are em- 
ployes, they cannot with any justice be denied 
or excluded from-the right to bargain collec- 
tively, or to be recognized as appropriate bar- 
gaining agencies, guaranteed by the Wagner Act. 
Such denial is less permissible than ever on the 
basis that they are a small and unaffiliated union 
which cannot possibly be as vocal or as impres- 
sive as CIO or AFL in demanding fair treatment. 

Confusion has arisen, as a result of NLRB’s 
exclusion ruling, because if the Foremen’s Union 
is subject only to one clause of the Wagner Act, 
it is a maverick that cannot, as well, be disci- 
plined through the usual channels. WLB, as 
a kind of higher court for NLRB, has question- 
able jurisdiction. 

The Foremen’s Union exists. It was on strike. 
It has grievances and problems. Denying it pro- 
tection of the Wagner Act does not answer the 
question. The best way to establish the loyalty 
and clinch the responsibility of foremen seeking 
contractual relations with their employers is 
clearly to identify their rights as employes. Such 
they consider themselves, and such they are en- 
titled to be considered, either through a reversal 
of NLRB’s decision or through congressional re- 
definition of the Wagner Act. 
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To Win the Peace 


All to the good are such enterprises as the St. 
Louis Win the Peace Forum, which concluded a 
two-day meeting yesterday after hearing an im- 
posing array of guest speakers. 

Because such discussions can rarely accomplish 
much visible action at once and individually, 
there is sometimes a disposition to take them 
lightly. But if enough people in enough places 
get to thinking hard and straight on the world’s

problems, their combined force can work mir- 
acles. A great miracle, the American Republic, 
came from the discussions of colonists in the 
1700s. Here in the twentieth century, it is harder 
to get sufficiently organized for such business, 
but it can still be done. And it must be. 

For its slogan the St. Louis enterprise has 
taken these lines: “It’s later than we think. Now 
is the time for action.” To those sentiments 
nothing can really be added. 
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The City-County Problem 

The St. Louls problem of city-county bound- 
aries has been approached with intelligence and 
understanding by the Conatitutional Convention 
committee which has the matter in hand. The 
committee's report is before the convention for 
debate and action. 

In this case as in others, amendments have 
been offered by delegates who do not agree with 
the committee report. 

As against the committee report, which pro- 
vides a choice of four methods for adjusting the 
city-county problem, the city administration of 
St. Louis sponsored a plan for a constitutional 
enactment arbitrarily extending the city’s limits 
to Lindbergh boulevard, taking away from the 
county its most populous area. 

This plan, lacking the elementary quality of 
justice, was abandoned by its sponsors. 

Another amendment offered by Delegate Hull- 
verson of St. Louis to allow annexation by 
the city of areas in St. Louis County if both 
the city and the area in question voted in favor 
of such annexation, with the proviso that the 
annexed area would remain part of the county, 
was voted down. 

Still other proposals are before the conven- 
tion and are being subjected to the debate called 
for because of the importance of the matter to 
the whole State. These present various devices 
for settling a long-standing problem, but gen- 
erally they involve arbitrary action or methods 
which are considered unfair to St. Louis County. 

The proposal reported by the committee gives 
full effect to the wishes of the people of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, It affords a choice 
among four plans, any one of which could bring 
about a beneficial adjustment of the two areas. 
The choices are: (1) Consolidation under the 
municipal government of St. Louis; (2) exten- 
sion of the county’s boundaries to include the 
city, the city then having the right to annex 
adjacent areas as any other city may do; (3) 
extension of the limits of St. Louis to include a 
part of the county, subject to a vote of the 
whole county; (4) establishment of a metropoli- 
tan district which for the performance of certain 
functions could include areas in St. Louis County 
not actually a part of the corporate City of 
St. Louis. 

The committee report avoids arbitrary imposi- 
tion of a consolidation plan, but sticks to the 
democratic process wherein the people affected 
have the power to work out their own solution. 
The report should be adopted. 
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A Puzzle for Politicians 

There will be some public disappointment, of 
course, if and when meat rationing is resumed, 
as OPA Director Bowles predicts may occur in 
30, 60 or 90 days, or perhaps in January or 
February. However, citizens will recognize the 
necessity, and they will make the best of it, as 
they did during the months when rationing was 
in effect. 

The only place where anguish will develop, if 
the eVesi. falls on any of the first three dates 
suggested by*Mr, Bowles, is among that segment 
of Republican politicians who have been pro- 
claiming that rattowting was relaxed for cam- 
paign reasons. They . cé nly can’t claim that 
politics plays a part in the ygp of rationing, 
and their explanation, or more probably their 
silence, will be eloquent. 
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Monopoly Loses a Round 

A victory’for the public welfare as against 
special interest has been won by Senator O’Ma- 
honey of Wyoming in the action by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee to send back to a subcom- 
mittee the notorious bill for exempting stock 
fire insurance companies from the jurisdiction 
of the Federal anti-trust laws. 

This bill has been supported in Congress by 
a powerful insurance lobby, and would have been 
passed long ago if it had not been for the cour- 
age of Senator O’Mahoney and some others in 
both the Senate and the House who exposed it 
in all its pernicious aspects. Stripped of its 
camouflage, the bill is intended to allow the 
giant stock fire insurance companies to operate 
without any semblance of regulation or control 
by the Federal Government, to carry on their 
oppressive monopolistic practices without re- 
straint. 

The decision of the Judiciary Committee to 
send the bill back for further consideration was 
reached following a plea by Senator O'Mahoney, 
who said: “The evidence before this committee 
demonstrates the existence of huge, self-estab- 
lished interstate and international combinations 
which regulate and regiment the insurance busi- 
ness in the utmost detail in the interest of the 
companies.” 

The subcommittee should bury the bill. 
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WLB’s Sound Decision 


The cause of union responsibility is the gainer 
in WLB’s decision, in the Borg-Warner Corpora- 
tion -case, upholding the company’s discharge of 
41 workers in a strike which violated a contract. 

If the discharged employes had been successful 
in their claim that they should have their former 
seniority, their victory would have been an open 
invitation to irresponsibility. It would have al- 
lowed unionists to have their cake and eat it, too.

Victorious Russian forces havye driven 
the German armies all the way across Bes- 
sarabia, and now the Red armies are prob- 
ing toward something of tremendous im- 
portance to the whole war-built fabric of 
Hitler’s evanescent empire—the Ploesti oil 
fields. 


The Ploesti oil fields of Romania occufly 
a highly strategic place in the German 
scheme of things, because they produce be. 
tween 70 and 80 per cent of all the non-syn- 
thetic petroleum products in German occu- 
pied Europe. Before the United States 
entered the war, the best American esti- 
mates of production in “Fortress Europe” 
were:

The Romanian figure was based on ex- 
act reports, and was at that time consid- 
erad to represent a very accurate figure. 
Since that time, the Germans may have 
increased the production somewhat, but en- 
gineers believe that it could not be much, 
for the following reason: 


Prior to the war, the fiercely nationalistic 
policy of Romania had sought to reduce 
in every possible way the production of 
foreign companies, and to increase the 
production of the small indigenous compa- 
nies. In the first part, the Government was 
successful, but in the second it was not so. 


Fall in Ploesti Production 


The result was that when the Germans 
took over Romania, they found the rate 
of production of the fields dropping, no 
new areas tested by drilling and a great 
shortage of modern drilling and produc- 
tion equipment. All skilled foreign engi- 
neers—largely American, British and Dutch 
~had, of course, left the country, and the 
lack of expert supervision was another 
serious handicap. 


Meantime, Germany has never gone in 
heavily for the specialized type of equip- 
ment necessary for drilling and producing 
from oil wells. It is to be presumed that 
it required very great effort to get any- 
thing like a respectable supply of this 
equipment to the fields, and that lack of 
skillful men to handle it further delayed 
production, 


The Ploesti oi] fields, important as they 
are to Germany, are smal} in comparison 
to other well-known fields. The generic 
name of Ploesti fields is given to a scatter- 
ing of small producing pools spread over 
an area about 60 miles long by 20 miles 
wide. 


Most Wells Are Small 


There are approximately 40 of these pools, 
and the majority of them are very small. 
Only 10 have an area of as much as 1000 
acres. The wells on them are small, too, 
when judged by American standards. Of 
nearly 2500 producing wells in 1941, less 
than 200 were flowing wells, none were 
gushers and the majority were very small 
pumpers. 

An idea of the size may be obtained by 
comparison to various state productions 
as well as the national production of the 
United States. As of April 1 this year, the 
tomanian production, which amounts now 


to between 140,000 and 150,000 barrels a day, 
compares with the following figures:

Six states produce more oil than Ro- 
mania, and Texas produces 12 times as 
much, The Romanian fields produce some- 
what less than the Illinois fields alone. 


It is self-evident, however, that cap. 
ture of the Ploesti fields would be an 
economic blow of the first importance, be- 
cause, although the Germans have greatly 
increased their synthetic production of 
gasoline from coal, the non-synthetic fields 
are their major source of lubricating oils, 
in which the Reich is very short. 


As to Bombing Field 


The matter of bombing the Ploesti fields 
has been brought up again and again, and 
persons not conversant with the situation 
have wondered frequently why we do not 
send out a flight of bombers and set the 
fields afire. Concerning this, the Engineer, 
a London magazine devoted to engineering 
science, has this to say: 


“So many references to this subject have 
appeared in the press during the last few 
months that it would seem that all the 
writers responsible for the insistent sug- 
gestions that the R. A. F. should bomb 
Romanian oil wells have one thing in com- 
mon—an utter and complete ignorance of 
what a modern oil field and modern oil 
wells look like. 


“To bomb an oil field successfully, it is 
necessary to hit the vulnerable areas of pro- 
ducing wells. In the case of flowing wells 
in Romania, the vulnerable area consists 
of a seven-inch casing, put down inside a 
surface casing of about 14 inches in diame- 
ter, surrounded by much heavy concrete 
and surmounted by derricks and platforms.

“Is it possible or logical to adjure the 
R. A. F. te waste good bombs on a target 
with such a small vulnerable area and 
which is very adequately protected, in the 
case of flowing wells, by massive concrete 
pillars all around the section most liable 
to damage by blast?” 

The real method'of attacking the Ploesti 
fields is to bomb the refineries and tank 
farms—and this the Americans have done 
four times already with powerful results. 
The existing refineries in the Ploesti area 
are mostly grouped around Ploesti itself. 
There are 15 such plants, and many of 
them have received shattering blasts. Much 
stored oil also has been destroyed. 

But bombing cannot take the place of 
capture by ground forces, and that is what 
the Russians seem intent upon.

Status of the Law in Wartime 
W ell Stated in Lecture Series 


“War and the Law,"’ Edited by Ernst W. Puttkan- 
mer. (University of Chicage Press, Chicage.) 
This book of 200 pages consists of nine 

lectures delivered in Chicago last fall by 

eight teachers of law, and financed by the 

Charlies R. Walgreen Foundation. 

The last of the nine lectures—“War and 
the Rule of Law,” by Mortimer J. Adler— 
seems to be in the domain of philosophy 
rather than jurisprudence. Most lawyers 
will dismiss the lecture as impractical and 
theoretical. As to the eight other lectures, 
there is nothing impractical or theoretical 
about them, and the scope is broad. 

They are realistic studies of existing law, 
just as geology is a realistic study of ex- 
isting rocks. Because of these eight lec- 
tures, this little volume gives a more com- 
prehensive and accurate picture of Amer- 
ican law in this critical period than any 
other book on the market. 

% . 

Among current legal trends, Wilbur G. 
Katz naturally finds an “extension of the 
use of administrative agencies.” He finds 
some abuses and a need for reform. But 
he thinks a practical reform is not “full 
judicial review,” but rather promoting 
further “independence of hearing officers.” 

Without being injudicious, Ernst W. 
Puttkammer, discussing “Alien Enemies 
and Alien Friends,” reveals much sympathy 
for aliens in wartime. He praises Gov. 
Dwight H. Green for vetoing the so-called 
Dale bill, which would have made it im- 
possible for an alien to be licensed as a 
physician in Illinois. 

In his treatment of labor relations, 
Charles O. Gregory criticises Montgomery 
Ward—not chiefly because of its legal posi- 
tion, but because of the character of its 
press releases and paid advertisements. 
The latter are said to be “unfortunate” or 
“plainly incorrect” or “clearly wrong.” In 
view of these detailed charges, some doubt 
arises as to the venerable and picturesque 
chairman of Montgomery Ward, who is 
also a director of the university which 
sponsors these lectures.

The lecture on military justice, by Max 
Rheinstein, is especially valuable because 
the author is an authority on comparative 
law and knows more than most lawyers 
about civi] and military law in England 
and on the Continent. He seems to advo 
cate two types of military law, one for 
peace, another for war. He thinks our 
army, unlike European armies, fails to 
make sufficient use of the legal profession, 

Attention is called to a notable and little- 
known fact about the modern German 
Army, which is subject to a regulation that 
every court-martial must contain at least 
one member of the same rank as the ac- 
cused. This means that often a private 
will be a member of a court-martial.

| He had been ailing for almost a

'his annual winter visit to Florida 
and he remained in his native In- 
diana throughout the winter, 
The author, who once said his 
' father sent him to an engineering 
school to prepare him for a liter- 
‘ary career, was a most prolific 
|writer in everything but gloom 
| and had played on the world’s fun- 
nybone through several mediums— 
newspapers, magazines, books, 
plays and movies. 

Stadium Bears His Name. 

He was perhaps best known for 
his satirical “fables in slang,” the 
first of which appeared in 1897, 
10 years after his graduation from 
University, where the 
Ross-Ade stadium bears his name 
as a tribute to his literary achieve- 
ments. 

His newspaper career began in 
Lafayette, Ind., at $6 a week, but 
he moved to Chicago to join the 
staff of the Morning News and 
his fraternity brother, John T. 
McCutcheon, the cartoonist, who 
once said their salaries could never 
quite catch up with their debts 
and their only extravagance was 
to spend 35 cents for a chrysan- 
themum when Purdue’s football 
team played Chicago. 
| An explosion of a lake steamer 
in Chicago harbor in 1893 gave 
Ade an assignment that estab- 

lished him as a top-ranking news- 

| paperman. He worked for the Chi- 
cago Record, where his character 
sketches on “Artie,” “Pink Marsh” 
and “Doc Horne” began appear- 
ing in 1895. 

The fables followed, and then a 
series of stage comedies, including 
“The Sultan of Sulu” and “The 
College Widow.” Ade wrote silent 
_movie scenarios from 1921 to 1925. 
| He Upheld Bachelorhood. 

He never married and in one of 

his latest essays, “The joys of sin- 
gle blessedness,” he upheld bachel- 
hood in no uncertain terms. 

He died in a rented house in 
Brook seven miles from his native

Bar on Discrimination. 


The dispute has run a tortuous 
course, At the time the War 
Labor Board was considering the 
jurisdiction question, the NLRB 
had before it certain cases of al- 
leged discharges of foremen be- 
cause of union activity. The WLB 
marked time pending action by 


the NLRB. On May 8 last, the 
NLRB ruled that supervisory em- 
ployes might not be discharged 
or otherwise _ discriminated 
against because they belonged to 
an independent union; at the same 
time, the NLRB reaffirmed its 
policy of refusing to certify such 
units of employes for collective 
bargaining. 


On the day after the NLRB’s 
decision, the WLB wired the head 
of the Foreman’s Association, Rob- 
ert Keys, that it “had taken juris- 
diction of pending disputes be- 
tween the Foreman’s Association 
and employers exclusive of issues 
concerning bargaining rights and 
alleged discriminatory discharges 
under the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act.” The board added, how- 
ever, that it would take no action 
to settle the disputes until the 
strikers returned to work. 

On May 11, the executive board 
of the Foreman’s Association vot- 
ed to continue the strike, saying 
the men would not return to work 
till the companies recognized the 
association as a bargaining agent, 
and this continued defiance of the 
WLB was followed by yesterday’s 
“show cause” order. 


The board in its message to the 
Foreman’s Association cited the 
War Labor Disputes Act and the 
executive orders of the President 
as providing “sanctions and pen- 
alties” that might be invoked. Un- 
der the act, civil suits for dam- 
ages are the only sanctions that |

IN THE FIELD of medicine, we talk about 
judgment.”

But 
our professional schools stick to technical law or medicine, and 
largely ignore the human elements in professional practice. 
In recent years, moreover, we have seen a deluge of such law- 
yersand economic experts descend upon government, especially 
in the executive branch. They were bright boys just out of 
college. They knew the letter of the law, but were short in 
human experience, so they missed their cues and developed a 
great hostility on the part of the public toward such tactics. 
One such college expert urged that farmers be sold only half 
a spool of barbed wire! Imagine a village hardware merchant 
unrolling barbed wire along the sidewalk so- he could measure 
“half a spool’!

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Cereals Are 
Valuable as 
Food Source

This was in response to Dr. 
Johnson’s sneer that oats were 
given to horses in England, but 
in Scotland were food for men. 

Porridge, indeed, was for long 
the staple, if not the sole article 
of the Scotch diet. And cereals, 
such as the oats of porridge, have 
in many lands been the mainstay 
of human fuel. The maize, or 
Indian corn, of the Mexican and 
Central American population is 
an example, as well as the rice 
diet of the Oriental, the millet of 
Negroes of the Upper Nile. Wheat 
~ the form of bread is the staff of 
fe. 

From the botanists’ point of 
view the cereals belong to the 
grasses, In “alestine I have seen 
wild wheat growing on the hill- 
sides. That was a great day for 
mankind when some wistful Ori- 
ental innovator decided to plow a 
plot of ground and sow the seeds 
of the wild wheat, so that he could 
have it all in one place and gather 
his winter supply easily instead of 
wandering over the countryside 
depending on the accidental boun- 
ty of Nature.

WHAT VIRTUES HAVE these. 


cereals that they have become the 
main or the sole diet of mankind 
in so many parts of the world? 

To begin with they have plenty 
of protein, and protein is the build- 
ing block of living structure, Any 
complete food must have protein. 
The protein molecule is made up 
of amino-acids. There are many of 
these, but 10 have been found to 
be absolutely indispensable. We 
know their names and structures. 
They have never been synthesized 
in any chemical laboratory. We 
must depend on Nature for them. 
Nine of them are necessary to 
maintain life and one, arginine, is 
necessary for growth. 

The proteins of the cereals are 
classified as partially complete. 
They will maintain life, but not 
growth. The gliadin protein of 
wheat is in this class, also the hor- 
dein of barley, and the prolamin 
of rye. The zein protein of corn is 
incapable of maintaining life or 
growth if fed as the sole protein, 
In people who live exclusively on 
a cereal they begin to do so only 
in early adult life. The milk they 
get in infancy and childhood sup- 
plies the growth factor to start 
them off: after growth is finished 
they can live without it—if their 
protein contains the other factors, 


x * * 


CEREAL GRAINS ARE quite 
complete in other ways as foods. 
They have plenty of starch and 
some fat to supply fuel, They are 
quite rich in minerals. Oats have 
calcium (.08), phosphorus (.365), 
sulphur (.19), and iron (,003). 
Wheat has calcium (.05), phos- 
phorus (.10), sulphur (.05), and 
iron (.0009). The figures represent 
basic percentages, Notice how 
much richer in mineral content 
oatmeal would be than bread. 

As to vitamins, they are all 
lacking in C. The Orientals must 
supplement their rice diet with 
fresh fruits or greens in order to 
avoid scurvy. But they are strong 
in B vitamin, although it is large- 
ly in the husk. The widespread 
occurrence of the Vitamin B defi- 
ciency disease, beri-beri, or neu- 
ritis in Java and Japan, was due 
to the habit many Oriental people 
acquired of polishing the rice, 
which resulted in removing the 
shell, The cereals have some G 
vitamin- which prevents pellagra, 
almost no A vitamin. 

Oats is a fine breakfast dish 
because it is the most nutritious 
of all cereals, being peculiarly rich 
in fat. Rolling oats is a very ad- 
vantageous procedure, because it 
ruptures the cell walls, and flat- 
tens the grains out so that they 
are more easily softened by cook- 
ing. It also alters the fat so that 
it is less likely to become rancid 
and preserves the natural flavor 
of the grain.

Bran Drop Rolls, 

One cup milk, one-third cup 
sugar, three-fourths teaspoon salt, 
one cake compressed yeast, one- 
half cup all-bran cereal, one egg, 
beaten, two and one-half cups 
sifted all-purpose flour, one-third 
cup shortening, melted and 
cooled, one-fourth cup raisins, 
washed and chopped. 

Scald milk, add sugar and salt. 
Cool to lukewarm. Blend about 
two tablespoons of milk mixture 
with yeast and combine remaining 
milk with all-bran. Let stand a 
minute, then add beaten egg, half 
the flour and beat well with 
spoon. Beat in the shortening, 
then add remaining flour and 
raisins. Beat thoroughly. Drop 
from ai tablespoon into well- 
greased muffin tins, filling about 
half full.” Set in oven preheated 
half a minute and let rise until 
double in bulk (about one and one- 
hours).

“A Nation of Shopkeepers” 

It means England, about which 
there is no question, which is 
more than can be said for him 
who coined the characterization. 
Used contemporaneously by many 
well-known late eighteenth cen- 
tury writers and statesmen, this 
notion of our cousins across the 
sea may have been in circulation 
at that time or previously; cer- 
tainly it would be hazardous to at- 
tribute its authority to a specific 
individual.

Nine years later, the economist, 
Adam Smith, wrote in his “Wealth 
of Nations”: “To found a great 
empire for the sole purpose of 
raising up a people of customers 
may at first sight appear a pro- 
ject fit only for a nation of shop- 
keepers.” On August 1, 1776, Sam- 
uel Adams, in. a speech presumed 
to have been delivered at the 
State House in Philadelphia, made 
a similar reference.

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The Town Is Tiny But the Parish Is Big 


Millwood Has Population of 75, but Church Has Congregation of 1000

MILLWOOD, Mo., May 16. 


ILLWOOD, at the forks of 

Cuivre, is least among Mis- 

souri villages but mighty in 
its fidelity to the faith of its 
founders. For more than a cen- 
tury it has stood as the symbol of 
their devotion, and though it is 
as small as it always has been it 
still stands. From its tower the 
bell of St. Alphonsus calls the 
faithful to prayer from a radius 
of 12 miles, nearly a thousand of 
them when there’s fair weather, 
for though the town is tiny the 
parish is large. Town and parish 
compose a Catholic community 
that is unique, as it has been 
since the settlers came to the 
forks of Cuivre. 


It was shortly after the war of 
1812 that the first of the ox- 
team settlers came, one George 
Jameson, a soldier, who built his 
cabin near the spring that was 
later named Dwyer. He stayed 
only a year but others came, Irish, 
Germans and Bohemians, by way 
of Virginia and Kentucky mostly, 
and finally the English Mudds, 
coming by way of Maryland to 
join the Kentucky Mudds, all 


descendants of the three Mudd ’ 


brothers who came over with Lord 
Baltimore in 1634. The descend- 
ants of the settlers, in their turn, 
stayed at the forks of Cuivre and 
their chfidren and children’s chil- 
dren stayed, and now they com- 
pose St. Alphonsus Parish, 161 
families, 64 of them bearing the 
name of Mudd, 1243 souls in all. 


When, after the settlement had 
grown, something needed to be 
done, it was generally the Mudds 
who did it. It was at the home of 
Dr. Hilary Mudd that the first 
post office was established in 1843. 
Dr. Mudd suggested the name of 
Millward, but by somebody’s mis- 
take it was named Millwood. It 
was in 1853 that the town was 
laid out by Judge Henry T. Mudd 
on 10 acres of land that he had 
purchased for the purpose. The 
business district. consisted of 
Judge Mudd’s store at the cross- 
roads. Millwood didn’t become a 
metropolis because the railroad, 
when it came, bypassed it and con-

ferred its benefits on Silex, which 
grew while Millwood stood atill, 
Millwood has atood atill ever 
since, with a present population 
of less than 75, counting in the 
boys who have gone to war, but 
St. Alphonsus Parish grew into a 
greatness of its own under the 
initial leadership of the Mudds, 
particularly the judge and the doc- 
tor. Dr. Mudd donated the land 
for the original log church and 
the graveyard. Before the log 
church was built mass was said 
at the judge’s home now and then 
by a priest who came 50 miles by 
horseback. In the first marriage 
ceremony performed in the com- 
munity, in 1836, before the log 
church was built, Eliza Mudd be- 
came the wife of Thomas Fletcher. 
The first church records, in the 


handwriting of Father James 
Murphy of Ralls County, are dat- 
ed Feb. 14, 1847. When the log 
church was outgrown, one of brick 
was built. When a tornado de- 
stroyed it in 1876, a frame church 
was built. When this was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1924 the present 
imposing brick church was erect- 
ed and furnished at a cost of $78,- 
000. It was finished late in 1927. 
This, like the more humble edi- 
fices that preceded it, was built 
with the contributions of the Irish, 
the Germans, the Bohemians and 
the Mudds, descendants of the pi- 
onvers. The priest’s house, the 
Knights of Columbus Hall and the 
convent school are further proofs 
of their devotion. The grade and 
junior high school are part of the 
stato system but because all the 


pupils are Catholic the teaching 
is done by the Sisters of the Pre- 
cious Blood. 

In the earlier years there was a 
succession of priests who served 
the villagers and farmers of St. 
Alphonsus Parish, and some gave 
the full measure of devotion, dy- 
ing as they served. Then, 32 years 
ago, the Rev. P. F. Quigley, who 
had been pastor for about 15 years, 
was stricken, and the Rev. Wil- 
liam Francis Carr, assistant to 
Msgr. Timothy Dempsey of St. 
Patrick’s Church, St. Louis, was 
sent to be his assistant. Fourteen 
months later Father Quigley died 
and Father Carr was placed in 
charge of = parish.

F been the priest of St. Alphonsus 

church and the pastor of the 
Irish, Germans, Bohemians and 
Mudds of his parish of 500 square 
miles and has been happy in serv- 
ing, so happy that when he was 
offered an important parish in St. 
Louis he asked to be permitted to 
stay where he was. Now he is 64 
years old and a year ago his health 
was so impaired that he had to ask 
for an assistant. The Rev. Bart 
Keaney, assistant for seven years 
at the Visitation Church, St. Louis, 
active in the Muny League and in 
the Catholic Youth organization 
and parochial school athletics, was 
sent to help by taking over the 
heavier work of the big parish. 

The day this writer came to St. 
Alphonsus parish the two priests 
were busy with the 400 letters that 
Father Keaney had prepared to be 
sent to present and former mem- 
bers of the parish who are now in 
the armed services. It was a 
cheery letter, closely typed, filled 
with the neighborhood news and 
quips—“To you who inquire how 
I am, fine, thanks. Still weigh 215, 
but it’s congregating in one place, 
and I don’t mean the head. Gotta 
take exercise. Don’t work tod hard, 
keep your head down, come home 
safe and soon. Forget not, please, 
to pray for the many who are 
praying for you. Browns sstill 
first. May God’s choicest blessings 
ne showered frequently upon you 
a 9 

It was to the Irish, the Germans, 
the Bohemians and the Mudds that 
Father Keaney wrote his monthly 
letter, for they are all out there 
in the fight.

UMMY-REVERSAL plays are 
D very easy to execute but, judg- 

ing from voluminous evidence, 
they are rarely found in any but 
expert bridge circles. For exam- 
ple, the declarer in this deal 
thought his only chance for the 
slam contract was to win a fi- 
nesse. 

South, dealer. 


East-West, vulnerable. 


North 
2 spad 
4 spac 
5 hearts 
Pass 

West led the diamond king. 
South ruffed, and felt very pleased 
about the slam contract, It looked 
as though it would be easy to 
draw trumps, then get rid of the 
queen and trey of hearts on the 
long club sult, and finally to ruff 
at least one heart in dummy. The 
firat lead of trumps, however, dis 
closed that it would be necessary 
to draw dummy’s trumps along 
with East's, and this annoying 
break meant to South that he 
would have to rely on the heart 
finesse. The king being offside, he 
lost two heart tricks. 


South did not count his sure 
tricks from enough points of view, 
Here is the correct line of play, 
after learning about the trump 
break: 


Having cashed the trump ace, 
South leads to the heart ace and 
ruffs a second diamond, then goes 
back to the club ten and ruffs a 
third diamond. Now he overtakes 
the trump queen with the king 
and cashes the jack and ten, dis- 
carding his losing hearts while si- 
multaneously drawing all of East's 
trumps. The four remaining club 
tricks round out the contract,
